One Member of Walking Party 
Reported in Bad Shape 
Aboard the Krassin. 


Rome, July 13 (A.P.).—Capt. Sora and 
his companion Van Dongen were res- 
cued tonight by a Finnish airplane 
which was escorted to Foyn Island by 
two Swedish machines. This was re- 
vealed in the regular nightly official 
report from the Nobile base ship, the 
Citta di Milano, at Kings Bay. 

The rescued men were taken to Kings 
Bay and put aboard the Citta di Milano. 

The physician aboard the icebreaker 
Krassin, which rescued seven members 
of the crew of the Italia yesterday, sent 
word that Capt. Zappi, who suffered 
from a badly frozen leg, was in a rather 
delicate condition. Capt. Mariano, the 
other survivor of the “walking party,” 
has some fever, but only the amount 
that would be natural to one who had 
undergone so much hardship. 

The five men taken from the “red 
tent” camp near Foyn Island were al! 
in normal condition, the Krassin’s doc- 
tor reported. He said that Natale Cec- 
cioni, whose left leg was broken in the 
wreck of the Italia on May 25, showed 
no other ill effects 


Men Nearly Lxhausted, 


Kings Bay, Spitzbergen, July 13 
(A.P.).—Capt. Sora and the Dutch En- 
gineer Van Dongen who was marooned 
with him on Foyn Island, were rescued 
by airplane and brought to Kings Bay 
tonight. They had been missing for 
several weeks until observed on the 
island yesterday by the Russian ice- 
break Krassin, and definitely located by 
a Swedish plane last night. 

The two refugees had been stranded 
on Foyn Island for three weeks aad 
were well nigh exhausted from hunger 
They were brought here by the Swedish 
plane Upland and the Finnish flying 
boat Turku. The machines landed here 
at 5:30 p. m. 

It developed that they were taken off 
Foyn Island last night, being trans- 
ported first to one of the rescue bases 
on the north coast. Three Swedish air- 
men, as yet unidentified, accomplished 
the actual rescue. 

The third member of this expedition, 
the Dane Varming, will be taken off 
Cape Brown by the steamer Bragahza. 

Fog, which has been the bane of all 
the rescue work, delayed the Krassin 
in reaching Foyn Island today. The 
powerful vessel, however, seems now to 
need only clear weather to make her 
way through the softening ice fields, 
and there is no element of doubt here 
as to her ability to reach Sora and 
Vandongen. 

The Braganza, which is expected to 
take Varming off Cape Brown, where 
he was left by his companions because 
of a slight illness, also may be the first 
to reach the Krassin’s air scout, 
Chukhnovsky. This daring Russian 
flier first found Zappi and Mariano,

Main Smith Headquarters 
Are Retained by New York 


Governor Will Be Enabled to Hold Reins for Campaign, 
It Is Pointed Out; He Returns to Albany to 


Await Notification Date. 


New York, July 13 (A.P.)—The New 
York World tomorrow will say it has 
learned the entire plan for a series 
of regional headquarters, originally 
evolved by some of Gov. Alfred E. 
Smith’s advisors, has been abandoned 
in favor of a centralized campaign 
headquarters which will enable the 
Governor, through his National Chair- 
man, John J. Ruskob, to hold the 
strings in his own hand. 

As matters now stand, the entire 
campaign will be supervised from a 
national headquarters in New York, al- 
though there probably will be one or 
two publicity clearing bureaus at Den- 
ver or St. Louis, or both. 

Bringing to a close a series of confer- 
ences with members of the Democratic 
national committee which has partially 
perfected a campaign organization, 
Gov. Smith returned late today to Al- 
bany. His plans for the immediate 
future are indefinite. 

The Democratic presidential nominee 
indicated that for the present he would 
remain in Albany where it is planned to 
notify him officially of his nomination. 
A date for that ceremony has not been 
fixed, 

With John J. Raskob, new chairman 
of the national committee, out of the 
city for the week-end, Gov. Smith spent 
most of the day before his train depar- 
‘ture conferring informally with others 


who will assist in the direction of his 
campaign. It is probable that Raskob 
and other leaders will confer with him 
in Albany next week, not only regard- 
ing his notification, but as to the type 
of campaign he will conduct. 

At a press conference an effort was 
made by a representative of El Mundo, 
a Havana newspaper, to ascertain 
whether the Democratic platform plank 
on Latin-American affairs meant that 
favored nullification of the Platt 
amendment.

The victims were Earl Prosser, of 
Texas City, Tex., commercial pilot, and 
Max Weinberg, Boston, Mass., and 
Ralph Green, Galveston, Tex., passen- 
gers 

Weinberg and Green, who were here 
to operate a concession at the Texas 
National Guard encampment on the 
outskirts of Palacios, were taking their 
first airplane ride. They were room- 
mates of Prosser, who planned to do an 
aerial passenger business here. 

The plane took off from a field about 
a mile from town and circled the city 
several times. Then it slowed up, ap- 
parently because of motor trouble, and 
the pilot headed in a glide for a vacant 
lot. At a height of about 250 feet the 
plane went out of control and plunged 
to the street, bursting into flames at 
once. 

Persons nearby were held back by 
the flames and when a fire truck ar- 
rived all inflammable parts of the craft 
had been consumed. 

The bodies of the three men were 
burned almost beyond recognition. It 
was thought they were killed instantly 
by the fall.

Bad Weather Defied by Air- 
man After Once Postpon- — 
ing Start of Trip. 


Mount Holly, N. J., July 13 (AP.)— 
Capt. Emilio Carranza, Mexico’s air 
hero, crashed to his death in the pine 
belt of southern New Jersey last night 
during a terrific electrical storm. 

His wrecked plane and his body, ter- 
ribly mangled, were found today about 
8 miles from Chatsworth by John Henry 
Carr, who with his wife and mother 
had been picking huckleberries in the 
wooded section nearby. 

The Mexican “Lindy” was on his 
way from New York to Mexico City on 
a projected nonstop flight. He took off 
secretly from Roosevelt Field last night 
at 7:18 o’clock in the face of an ime 
pending storm and against the advice 
of ground crews at the field. 

Mexico Prepared Ovation. 


He expected to make the 2,400-mile 
flight in 27 hours and the Mexican 
capital had in preparation a great ovae 
tion for the flier, who came to this 
country to return the good-will flight 
to Mexico of Col. Charles A, Lindbergh. 

Capt. Carranza’s machine, a Ryan 
monoplane similar to that used by 
Lindbergh in his epoch-making trans- 
atlantic filght, apparently had been 
struck by lightning, for parts of the 
wings were found three-quarters of @ 
mile from where the plane crashed. 

Sixty feet away lay the body of the 
good-will flier. In his right hand he 
clutched a flashlight, indicating, the 
authorities said, that he had tried 
vainly to right the disabled craft after 
it had been struck by lightning. 

The Carr party made its tragic dis- 
covery shortly after 3 p. m., but it was 
several hours before the pilot was iden- 
tified. Without stopping to examine 
the plane, Carr hurried to Chatsworth, 
the nearest town, and telephoned to 
the authorities at Mount Holly, who 
sent Arthur Carabine, a county detece- 
tive, to the scene. 


Bore Weather Bureau Warning. 


Carabine was the first to definitely 
identify the body. In the pockets of 
Carranza’s Mexican army trousers he 
found $175 in bank notes that had been 
torn apart by the force of the aviator’s 
impact with the ground; two tickets of 
admission to a fight at the Madison 
Square Garden, New York, and a telee 
gram addressed to Capt. Carranza at 
Mitchel Field, N. Y., from the Weather 
Bureau at Washington. 

It notified him of the _ possible 
weather conditions he might be expecte 
ed to meet on his flight, and suggested 
his taking a southwesterly route to New 
Orleans. It told him that cloudy 
weather would be encountered and 


‘| urged him to fly high until he reached 


New Orleans. 

Later Detective Carabine was joined 
by Sergt. Crawford, of the New Jersey 
State police, who is stationed at Co- 
lumbus, N. J., and by Capt. John 
Thornburg, division firewarden at 
Mount Holly. Together they searched 
the surrounding country. 

Piece by piece they picked up fraz- 
ments of the plane, and then more 
than 30 feet from the body the wrist 
watch of Capt. Carranza was found. 
Apparently it had been torn from the 
dead aviator’s hand. 

Helmet Still on His Head. 


The upper part of the aviator’s body 
was clothed in his leather flying blouse, 
and his helmet still was on his 
crushed head. Some distance away they 
found his shattered goggles shapelessly 
twisted and devoid of any trace of 
their lenses. 

When identification was established 
Carabine notified the Mexican Ambas- 
sador in Washington and had the body 
removed to an undertaking establish- 
ment here. A further examination dis- 
closed that both legs and the left arm 
had been broken, the skull badly 
crushed in on the left side and the nose 
twisted far to one side of the face. Even 
the right hand, the one that had grimly 
clutched the flash light, was fractured. 

The real cause of the disaster perhaps 
never will be known. There were those 
who doubted the lightning theory and 
who saia Carranza probably had lost 
his way in the storm and was seeking 
a landing when the crash came. Those 
holding this theory said that Lindbergh, 
in his “barnstorm” days, frequently — 
made use of a hand electric flashlight —

Roster of Officers Chosen and 
Temporary Headquarters 
Are Established. 


Charles M. Galloway, former United 
Gtates civil service commissioner, has 
agreed to take the post of counsel of 
the newly formed League of the Ameri- 
can Civil Service, it was announced last 
night at a meeting of the league in the 
Interior Department Auditorium, at- 
tended by approximately 50 Govern- 
ment employes. 

The league was formed by Mrs. Mar- 
garet Hopkins Worrell, who is president, 
and her supporters, who believe that 


the existing organization of Federal 
employes has lamentably failed in many 
respects to fulfill the needs and desires 
of those who make up the organiza- 
tion, and that Government workers are 


Much in need of an organization that 
will properly and adequately represent 
them and their interests in their rela- 
tions with the Government departments 
and Congress. 

‘ Reform Sought by League. 

The league proposes to work for the 
following accomplishments: 

(1) A living and saving wage for all 
Government employes. 

(2) Thirty days’ annual leave—as a 
right, not as a privilege—and 30 days’ 
sick leave (if needed) by all employes 
of the Government. 

(3) Optional retirement after 
years’ service, or at 60 years of age. 

(4) Minimum retirement annuity of 
$300, maximum $1,500. 

(5) Abolition of the efficiency ratinz

tem. 

(6) Fair and impartial investigations 
and equitable rulings by the Personnel 
Classification Board. Prompt action on 
a@ppeals and prompt allocations to he 
made of new positions. 


Appeal Board Proposed. 


(7) Establishment of a board of ap- 
peal and arbitration. Investigation by 
such board of all cases adversely ruled 
on by the Personnel Classification 
Board or other Government agency, 
with power to overrule said board or 
agency and render effective its own 
decisions. 

.(8) Allocation to grade and service 
to be made through proper description 
of work done by employe without 
reference to recommendation of ad- 
ministrative officers. No employe 
be demoted from a higher to a lower 
gtade of work. 

(9) Equal pay for equal work. 

(10) Saturday half holiday all the 
ear round. 

(11) Abolition of all “pools.” Courtesy 
to all a all. 

(12) For every ten years’ service of 
employes who have served 25 years and 
whose salaries are less than $3,000, an 
_ automatic promotion of $100 per year 
for three consecutive years. 

(13) Information service on all mat- 
ters affecting employe’s welfare. 

(14) A clubhouse and reasonable 
hospitalization for employes.

In addition to Mrs. Worrell, who is 
employed in the Interior Department, 
the other officers are John H. Polien, 
of the Geological Survey, first vice 
president; Wesley L. Schofield, of the 
Pension Office, second vice president;

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Police Use Airplane | 
In Search for Body 


For the first time in the history 
of the local Police Department an 
airplane was used yesterday in its 
investigations.

Army Officials agreed 
to lend one of their planes for the 
undertaking.

CHILE'S CONSUL HELD; 
IMMUNITY IS REFUSED 


Has No More: Rights Than 
U. S. Citizens, Norfolk 
Officials Hold. 


Norfolk, Va., July 13 (A.P.).—William 
Leon, Chilean consul here, was arrested 
today on charges of assaulting an offi- 
cer and disorderly conduct resulting 
from a disturbance at his home last 
night. He claimed diplomatic im- 
munity, but public safety officials held 


that under international law consuls 
were not entitled to this privilege. 
Leon was released on bail pending a 
hearing in police court. 

Complaints from neighbors of the 
consul caused officers to go to his 
residence, where they argued with him 
on the front lawn. The arrest was not 
made until after the police were as- 
sured by public safety officlals that 
consuls of foreign countries enjoy no 
more rights under the law than Ameri- 
can citizens. The assault is alleged to 
have occurred at the time of arrest, 


Chilean Embassy officials in Wash- 
ington said last night that the case 
of William Leon, Chilean Consul, ar- 
rested at Norfolk, was one for the New 
York Consul General to handle, and 
not the embassy. They added that 
consuls had no diplomatic immunity. 


FRANCIS POOL HEADED 
BY MONTAGUE COBB 


FLARE. FROM PLANE 
INA THUNDERSTORM 
FELL NEAR TRENTON 


Aviator Landed, but Took Off 
Again Before He Could 
Be Identified. 


CARRANZA IN MACHINE, 
RESIDENTS NOW THINK 


Returned and Circled About 
Over Roosevelt Field, It Is 
Held by Attendants. 


Trenton, N. J., July 13 (A.P.).—It 
was believed here that Capt. Carranza 
tried to make a landing in the vicinity 
of Scudders Falls, near here, last 
night. 

Residents of that vicinity reported 
that a bright yellow flare was dropped 
from an unidentified plane during a 
thunderstorm while trying to land. 
They said the plane finally landed and 
remained for about ten minutes, but 
took off before its identity could be 
established: 

The State police at the Wilburtha 
Station were deluged with telephone 
calls and when the plane was reported 
headed toward the Trenton Airport 
two troopers were sent to the field, 
but the plane was not again sighted. 


Think He Returned to Field. 


Roosevelt Field, N. Y., July 13 (A.P.). 
Belief that Capt. Emilio Carranza, 
killed when his plane crashed near 
Mount Holly, N. J., last night, had re- 
turned to this field to get his bearings 
an hour after he took off on a non- 
stop flight to Mexico City, was ex- 
pressed tonight by a group of officers 
and mechanics, who saw a plane, sim- 
llar to Carranza’s, over the field during 
last night’s storm. 

The ship they saw was a B. F. Ma- 
honey monoplane of the type the Mexi- 
can ace flew, they said. There are only 
one or two such ships in this vicinity, 
and observers said the machine was 
fiying without the running lights pre- 
scribed by the Department of Com- 
merce, Carranza’s plane had no lights 

Lieut. Henry B. Clark, manager of 
the field, was in the group which 
sighted the plane. The ship appeared 
to be heavily loaded, the observers said, 
and circled once or twice over the field, 
getting farther away from the storm 
area, which at the time was centered 
over New York City and could be seen 
approaching the field. 


Disappeared to South. 


In.a few minutes the plane disap- 
peared to the south over Great South 
Bay. Had Carranza taken that route, 
it was pointed out, it would have 
brought him over the exact spot where 
his wrecked plane was found today.

fuel reserve, could have flown around 
area, had he so chosen, in- 
stead of heading directly into it, or he 
could have dumped his fuel and landed 
safely at either Roosevelt or Mitchel 
Field. 

It was believed, however, that the 
Mexican pilot felt that once he had 
risen with his 390-gallon gasoline load 
he was safe in continuing his flight. 


Mexican Subscriptions 


Made U. S. Flight Possible 


New York, July 13 (A.P.)—Rodrigo 
de Liano, director of Excelsior, the 
Mexico City newspaper which sponsored 
Captain Emilio Carranza’s American 
flight, was “too astounded to speak” 
when intormed by the Associated Press 
that the body of Carranza had heen 
found by his wrecked plane near Mt. 
Holly, N. J. 

In a statement issued later he said: 

“As you know,. it was Excelsior which 
sponsored his flight to Washington 
through national subscription. It was 
understood that after that flight the 
plane would be his and he would be 
at liberty to do as he pleased. 

“Several days ago he told me he 
had decided to make a nonstop flight 
back to Mexico City. I advised him 
to be careful and told him that he 
already had made a name for him- 
self and that he should not expose 
himself to unnecessary risk-—-that he 
should return to Mexico and aid in 
the development of aviation there. 

“He said then that he would make 
his plans according to the weather. 
Yesterday afternoon he telephoned me 
and said he had decided to postpone 
his departure from Roosevelt Field. I 
was not present at the fleld and was 
surprised when told that he had left 
in the face of the storm that was 
raging about New York City last night. 

“Tl gsincerely mourn him, and all 
Mexico will mourn the passing of one 
of her most daring and promising avia- 
tors.” 


Many Tributes to Atrman 
Are Expressed in Capital 


(Associated Press.) 


Expressions of sorrow were heard in 
many quarters of the Capital last night 
as word spread of Capt. Emilio Car- 
ranza’s untimely death. They came 
from official and diplomatic circles, as 
well as from those connected with avi- 
ation, and were mingled with tributes 
to the “good-will” filer’s courage and 
ability as an airman. 

Manuel C. Tellez, the Mexican Am- 
bassador, instructed the consul gen- 
eral at New York to assume charge of 
the body until a representative of the 
embassy could reach Mount Holly. 

“All I can say at a time of such great 
tragedy and misfortune for my coun- 
try,” said Ambassador Tellez, “is to re- 
press regret for the loss of such a true 
hero and patriot as Capt. Carranza. I 
and the embassy staff have been deeply 
touched by his death, as will be all of 
Mexico, 

Capt. Carranza visited this country 
on a mission of good will, to symbolize 
the growing friendly understanding 
between our two countries, and now 
he has sacrificed himself in that en- 
deavor. Let it suffice to wish that his 
heroic death will but serve to con- 
tribute more to the good cause. 

“Let me also express my appreciation 
to those who have so thoughtfully 
transmitted messages of condolence.” 


Regret by MacCracken., 


William P. MacCracken, jr., Assist- 
ant Secretary ‘of Commerce in Charge 
of Aviation, was the only one of the 
three government air secretaries who 
greeted Carranza on his arrival at Bol- 
ling Field, June 12, after his flight 
from Mexico City to hear the news of 
his death here. Assistant Sercretary of

lock to examine the wrecked plane late 
tonight. 


Although spectators had stripped it 


of nearly évery movable part, when he 
had completed his inspection Lieut. 
Bullock indicated that in his officfal 
report he would lay emphasis on the 
fact that the plane had not been struck 
by lightning. 

“I examined the engine and its con- 
trols closely,” he said, “and I found 
that the throttle was closed and the 
spark lever in an advanced position, 
which would indicate that the pllot 
was attempting to make a landing at 
the time of the crash.” 

The scene of the accident is approxi- 
mately 85 miles from Roosevelt Field. 

But the natives of the vicinity said 
the lightning theory could not be easily 
dispelled from their minds. They said 
that at the height of the storm they 
distinctly heard the sound of an alir- 
plane circling overhead. J. C. Haloway, 
manager of a cranberry bog a mile away 
from the spot where the crash occurred, 
said: 

“I heard an airplane overhead and ] 
left my home to watch it. It seemed to 
be flying at an altitude of 2,800 to 
3,000 feet, but shortly after rain and 
lightning forced me indoors. It wasn't 
long before I heard a crash and a dull 
explosion and a few moments after a 
very sharp flash of lightning. I am 
certain Capt. Carranza’s plane was 
struck by lightning.” 


Outline of Trip in Pocket. 


An outline of his proposed route to 
Mexico, made by his own hand, on sta- 
tionery of the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel, 
was found in one of Carranza’s pock- 
ets. 

It comprised several plans of flight, 
apparently made to prevent his becom- 
ing lost if he deviated from the course 
he originally decided upon. It read as 
follows: 

“New York to Philadelphia and Phil- 
adelphia to Washington. Plan 3B, 
Washington to Richmond and Rich- 
mond te Danville. Plan C, Danville to 
sreenberg, Greenberg to Mooresville, 
Mooresville to Spartanburg, Spartan- 
burg to Atlanta, Atlanta to Montgom- 
ery, Montgomery to New Orleans, New 
Orleans to Galveston, Galveston to Cor- 
pus Cristi, Corpus Cristi to Punta 
Isabel, Punta Isabel to Tampico, Tam- 
pico to Tuxpan and Tuxpan to Mexico.” 

Hundreds of persons from the sur- 
rounding neighborhood gathered at the 
scene of the accident when the victim's 
identity became known. They tncluded 
scores Of newspaper men, photogra- 
phers and motion picture cameramen 
from Philadelphia, Trenton, Atlantic 
City and other places. 


Plane Unable to Land. 


A naval airplane from Lakehurst at- 
tempted to pick out a landing place 
in the dense underbrush, but after 
circling over the vicinity for an hour 
was forced to turn back. The sur- 
rounding country for miles jis thickly | 
coverea with scrubby pine. 

Mr. Carr said tonight that he had 
seen an airplane circle over Chatsworth 
last night. “The motor seemed to be 
missing, and the aviator apparently 
was lost,” he added. “He was flying 
through an electrical storm, and sud- 
denly headed the plane in the direction 
of High Crossing, about 7 miles from 
here and about three-quarters of a 
mile from Sandy Ridge crossing of the 
Central Railroad of New Jersey. 

“Today at about 3.25 o’clock I was 
out picking huckleberries with my 
mother and sister-in-law, Marie Ander- 
son, who lives with us. Two hundred 
yards west of Sandy Ridge crossing I 
found a piece of what later developed 
to be a part o’ the wing of the plane. 

“As we walked farther into the woods 
I kept finding more pieces of the plane. 
I didn’t know what the parts were at 
the time as I have never been close to 
a flying machine. 

“We found the body lying face down 
about 50 vards from the fuselage of 
the plane. The fiier’s left arm was 
pinned beneath his body, and in his 
hand he held a broken flashlight. I 
could find no signs of a parachute, He 
certainly didn’t have one strapped to 
his back.” 

The country where Carranza met 
death is flat and covered with pines 
and underbush from western New Jer- 
sey to the Atlantic Ocean, It is sparse- 
ly settled, and the roads, because of the 
distances between settlements, are 
lightly traveled. The scene of the crash 
is approximately 25 miles southwest of 
Lakehurst, the home station of the 
Navy dirigible Los Angeles, and about 
30 miles from the ocean. It is territory 
over which the Los Angeles flies nearly 
every time it leaves its hangar and is 
known to hunters as good deer coun- 
try. 

Ignored Expert Advice. 


New York, July 13 (A.P.).—Henry B. 
Clark, manager of Roosevelt Field, said 
tonight that Capt. Emilio Carranza, 
Mexican ace, had ignored expert advice 
when he took off in the face of last 
night’s bad weather for his return flight 
to Mexico City. 

“My ground crews were available to 
him at all times and their expert advice 
was placed at his disposal,” Lieut. Clark 
said, “but he ignored their advice.” 

Officers at the Long Island flying 
fields were shocked when they learned 
that the Mexican good-will flier had 
been killed when his plane crashed 
near Mount Holly, N. J. They were 
agreed that last night’s storm prob- 
ably was responsible for the crash, 

Lieut. Clark said that on each of 
Carranza’s attempts to take off offi- 
cials at the field were not notified to 
put out the ground crews, 

“When he did go there was no one 
in authority at the field and no one 
in authority knew of h!s intention to 
leave,” Lieut. Clark ‘said. 

“On the day he took off I pleaded 
with him personally not to go, telling 
him the weather was bad and that it 
would be a miracle if he got off 
the runway at all, as there was a 
strong south wind blowing across the 
runway and thunder storms were ap- 
proaching from the west. 

“If he would wait until the weather 
cleared, I said, he would have a west 
wind that would be of material as- 
sistance at the start. 

._ “Due to the fact that his was a gov- 
ernment flight, considerable diplomacy 
had to be ee ne we at the field 
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weather reporte for the flight, said he 
believed the storm caused Carranza to 
crash. 

“It is to be deplored that the flight 


of this young man, which would have 
done s0 much to cement the friend- 
ship of the United States and the Mex- 
ican people, should have ended so 
tragicaily,”” Capt. Bender said. “I can 
think of no reason other than the 
storm which could have caused the 
accident.”’ 

Mechanics at Roosevelt Field who 
had stood by while Capt. Carranza 
made several unsuccessful attempts to 
get away before last night believed 
those efforts had strained his ship.

Mexico City Is Stunned. 


Mexico City, July 13 (A.P.).—Presi- 
dent Calles and other Mexican govern- 
ment officials were stunned at the 
news of the death of Capt. Emilio 
Carranza. All the capital went into 
Immediate mourning for the national 
air hero. 

Ambassador Dwight W. Morrow was 
deeply grieved and everybody in the 
streets was calling the flier a martyr 
and Mexico’s first sacrifice to the ad- 
vancement of internatitnal flights. 

It is expected that an official period 
of mourning will be proclaimed. 

Ambassador Morrow rushed to the 
foreign office as soon as the first re- 
ports of the death were verified. He 
expressed officially to Foreign Minis- 
ter Estrada, not only his profound per- 
sonal regret, but also the condolences 
of the United States Government. 

Later the ambassador issued a for- 
mal statement his sorrow at the 
death of the young flier whom he had 
welcomed after the flight to

It is assumed here that Carranza’s 
body will be returned to Mexico for 
burial. In that event, officlals of the 
government say, it will be given a na- 
tional funeral and burled with the 
highest military honors and will be 
buried in “the place of the illustrious 
dead,”’ reserved in one of the cemeteries 
of the capital for the graves of National 
heroes. 

The Mexican people feel the tragedy 
with pecullar poignancy because of the 
fervor with which they had anticipated 
a place of distinction in the world ol 
aviation. Despite the brilllancy of Car- 
ranza’s flight to Washington, his forced 
landing at Mooresville was a sore wound 
to Mexican pride. Similarly, the people 
have felt the keenest disappointment at 
the repeated postponements of the pro- 
jected flight by Maj. Roberto Fierro, 
to Havana. 

With this background, every loyal 
Mexican had set his heart upon a tri- 
umph for Carranza on the New York- 
Mexico City attempt. They had a feel- 
ing, however, curious it may seem to 
the rest of the world, that Mexican 
honor was involved in the outcome. 


Still a Note of Triumph. 


Yet there is a note of triumph and 
pride heard even amidst this disap- 
pointment, People on the street to- 
night were heard making such exclama- 
tions as these: 

“What a man, what a hero! After 
all, he was as brave as any aviator who 
has ever flown and braver than most, 
because he took off in the worst sort 
of weather, and most aviators would 
wali for good weather. But Carranza 
braved the storms for the ‘sake of 
Mexico’s good name.” 

President Calles authorized the fol- 
lowing official statement: 

“The president is filled with pro- 
found sorrow over this terrible tragedy. 
Mexican national aviation has lost one 
of its greatest representatives.” 

The president then issued orders for 
national mourning, with flags at half 
staff at all military and naval estab- 
lishments and at government offices in 
all parts of the republic. 

Ambassador Morrow said: 

“I am greatly shocked. The people of 
the United States will share the sorrow 
of the people of Mexico over the death 
of this gallant officer. Although Car- 
ranza’s life was short, his achievements 
were great. His name has been added 
to that band of gallant young pioneers 
who have given their lives to the mas- 
tery of the air.” 

The ambassador sent a telegram of 
condolence to Carranza’s father in New 
York and dispatched messages to his 
mother, wife and sister in Mexico City. 
He also sent a message to President 
Calles and intends to see him personally 
on Saturday. 

Official condolences were carried to 
the foreign offices by the British, Ar- 
gentine and French Ministers.

Sculptor Says He Will Teach 
the Young Alabaman to 
Carve in Stone. 


TERMS BOY’S POETRY 
BEYOND COMMONPLACE 


Youngster Waited Three Days 
to See Artist; Refused to 
Be Discouraged. 


Richmond, Va., July 13 (A.P.).—A 
strange quest for an unknown “youth 
with a soul” at an end, Gutzon Borg- 
lum, sculptor and artist, tonight offered 
hig personal instruction to Judy Ray- 


ford, of Mobile, Ala., the youth who 
handed him a few poems at his studio 
in San Antonio and left without giving 
his name. 

“I want to take this boy with me and 
give him every assistance within my 
power,” the sculptor said. “I am over- 
joyed at finding him, and I have no 
doubt of his success. Nothing will give 
me more pleasure than to offer him my 
personal instruction.” 

Borglum was seated at lunch when 
found by an Associated Press corre- 
spondent, who told him the boy ne 
came East to seek had been located in 
Mobile. The sculptor said he would 
communicate with him at once. 


Can Carve in Stone, He Says. 


“The boy is a genius, and I didn’t 
realize it until I read his poetry and he 
had gone,” he said. “He sees into the 
soul of nature with the genius of an 
artist and I know he can carve in stone. 
He has the courage, the imagination 
and the energy.” 

Rayford received the news in his Ala- 
bama home with equal delight. 

“Do you thifik he really means {ft?” 
was the query of the youth who “bum- 
med” his way from Durham, N. C., to 
Texas to. tell the sculptor of his am- 
bition. Rayford, 19, sought Borglum’s 
aid in his desire to abandon a career as 
a sketch artist for sculpture, but found 
the sculptor so busy that he left witn- 
out giving his name and address. He 
left with Borglum, however, a few 
poems. 

“These poems show the genius of the 
man,” Borglum declared today. “ven 
a blind man with Rayford’s qualtties 
could succeed as a sculptor. Let me 
show them to you.” 


Left His Poems Behind. 
The sculptor made a hurried search 


Annie May Steadman, colored, 725/| Of his baggage, but could not locate the 


poems, which caused him considerable 
uneasiness. He concluded that he had 
left them in Raleigh, N. C., where he 
went tonight in his automobile. 

“One of the poems tells of the rhythm 
in the cogs of an old mill wheel,” he 
said. “You can see a copperhead sway- 
ing, swaying with the movement of the 
wheel, a big bull frog that sits en- 
tranced by its steady movement, and 
the beauty in the thing. It is im- 
agination that sees beyond the com- 
monplace things in life and this qual- 
ity makes the artist, either in music, 
painting, writing or sculpture.” 

Borglum came to Richmond to dis- 
cuss an offer to embody his concep- 
tion of Edgar Allen Poe in bronze for 
the Poe Shrine. Poe, he said, was one 
of his favorite poets. He will return 
to Richmond Tuesday. 


Awaits Word From Borglum. 


Mobile, Ala. July 13 (A.P.).—His 
dreams of becoming a sculptor appar- 
ently about to be realized, Judy Rayford 
19-year-old student of Duke University, 
N. C., tonight was awaiting word from 
Gutzon Borglum, who had sought him 
out as his “lost genius.” 

Rayford still was slightly doubtful 
of his good fortune, even after read- 
ing reports of the sculptor’s joy upon 
finding the youth he sought as an art- 
ist “with a soul,” but, encouraged by 
the praise of Borglum, he indicated 
willingness to abandon a career as 
sketch artist for the patronage of the 
noted artist.

Studies Under Mural Artist. 


Decelle instructed him, voluntarily, 
for a time and then, under Roderick 
Mackenzie, Mobile mural artist, the 
youth studied modeling. 

“As long as I can remember,” Judy 
said today, “I’ve been writing poetry 
and drawing. I always drew for my 
own amusement. I started poetry in 
my third year in high school.” 

In 1926 two of Rayford’s poems were 
published in the American Mercury. 
In addition he has contributed to 
other periodicals. 

When he decided to become a sculp- 
tor, he set out from Durham, N. C., te 
San Antonio, Tex., to see Borglum. 
Arriving in the Texas city with only 
35 cents, he found the artist prepar- 
ing to leave. 

“I told him I wanted to be a sculp- 
tor and I left two poems with him,” 
Judy continued. “I didn’t leave any 
models. 

“T had been waiting, broke, three 
days to see him, but he couldn’t dis- 
courage me. He was very busy. 

“I showed him my poems and told 
him I wanted to be a sculptor.

Stockholm, Sweden, July 13 (A.P.), 
The war department declares that it 
is a matter of honor for the navy and 
the nation that Dr. Finn Malmgren’s 
body should be recovered and brought 
home aboard a warship. First reports 
had it that the body of the scientist 
had been taken on the Russian ice 
breaker Krassin, which rescued Malm- 
gren’s two companions, Capts. Mariano 
and Zappi, but later advices received 
here indicated that Malmgren was not 
with the survivors. That he had died 
and his body had been left behind. 

The minister of war has telegraphed 
the leader of the Swedish expedition at 


’ Spitzbergen ordering him to search for 


the body and that other members of 


the expedition not required for this 
purpose may return to Sweden. 

It is explained that there is no in- 
tention to send a warship to search, as 
no warships are fitted to force through 
the tce, but that if the body is found 
by the Krassin, or otherwise, it could 
be transferred to a Swedish warship in 
a Norwegian harbor. The chances of 
finding the body now, after a month 
floating on the ice, even apart from 
the possibility of predatory animals, is 
considered small. 


Nobile Must Explain. 


The Swedish press declares that pub- 
lic opinion will require from Gen. 
Nobile a clear report of what really hap- 
pened to his expedition. They com- 
plain of Nobile’s secretiveness and ask 
whether he was keeping silence to see 
if any foreigners of his expedition 
would be rescued.

On the New Rescues. 


Moscow, July 13 (A.P.).—Spurring on 
relentlessly in what now appears to be 
a winning fight against the Arctic, the 
powerful Russian icebreaker Krassin 
has rescued five more of the crew of 
the ill-fated dirigible Italia and was 
pounding on today to make further 
rescues. 

Just a few hours after the brilliant 
rescue of Capts. Alberto Mariano and 
Filippo Zappi, members of the Italia’s 
walking party, the” “rassin crashed 
through the ice floes to reach the 
Viglierit group, which for 48 days had 
been stranded near Foyn Island off 
North East Land. 

With seven of the sixteen men of the 
Italia safely aboard, the Krassin im- 
fgg turned its attention to, pick- 
ing up several rescue groups which 
have become stranded themselves and 
kept a sharp lookout for the missing 
group of Capt. Roald Amundsen, in 
the hope that the great drama of the 
Arctic, which has been in progress for 
the past seven weeks, might reach its 
climax in one great rescue journey. 

The Viglieri group rescued yesterday 
was made up of Lieut. Alfredo Viglieri, 
Prof. F. Behounek, Giuseppi Biogi, 
Filippo Troiano and Natale Ceccioni. 
These men were in the gondola of the 
Italia when the North Pole dirigible 
crashed on May 25 and constituted 
the main part of the Italia’s crew for 
which hope had been held out. 


Nobile in This Group. 


Gen. Umberto Nobile, leader of the 
expedition, was a member of this group 
until he was rescued on June 24 by the 
Swedish flier, Lieut. Einer Lundborg. 

For more than a month the eyes of 
the world had been centered upon the 


gave renewed hope that he had been 
saved.

Death a Sacrifice. 


Stockholm, July 13 (A.P.).—Arctic 
experts and scientists today were espe- 
Cially grieved over the death of the 
Swedish meteorologist, Dr. Finn Malm- 
gren, in the Italia disaster. They re- 
gretted that death had prevented them 
from learning from Malmgren the reai 
reasons of the crash. It was pointed out 
that Prof. F. Behounek, Czechoslovak- 
fan meteorologist, who was a member of 
the rescued Viglierl group, was now the 
sole surviving foreigner on Gen. Um- 
berto Nojfle’s fatal expedition and the 
one to whom they must turn for the 
only possible independent account. One 
newspaper said: 

“Dr. Malmgren’s death appears to be 
an unmeaning sacrifice. 

“If Nobile really started for the pole 
against Malmgren’s experienced advice 
merely to drop the Italian tricolor on 
the exact anniversary of Italy’s en- 
trance into the World War, then Nobile 
has drawn upon his head a terribie 
responsibility. Only for a great gesture 
has he risked the life of all his men 
and caused the death of a promising 
Swedish explorer.”

little party off Foyn Island. Day after 
day Biogi, the Italia’s radio operator, 
kept in touch with civilization and di- 
rected rescue efforts by means of his 
wireless equipment. It was he who 
first guided the rescuing airplanes to 
the camping place and kept the world 
informed of the party’s position until 
the Krassin could pound its way 
through the ice to reach them. 

A full report of the rescue of the 
Vigliere group was received in Moscow 
today from Prof. Samoilovitch, leader 
of the Russian rescue expedition. His 
report follows: 

“Within three miles from the Vigliere 
group, the Krassin sighted the rem- 
nants of an airplane, the abandoned 
machine of the Swedish filer, Lieut. 
Lundborg, and the red tent of the 
Italia from which was coming smoke 
signals in response to the deafening 
siren blasts continually sounded from 
the Krassin. 

“The Krassin then drew up close 
alongside of the ice field which was 
harboring the victims. I climbed down 
a trap ladder which was lowered from 
the boat aad found myself in the out- 
stretched arms of the rescued men who 
embraced and kissed me as they wept 
tears of joy. They said that throughout 
they had pinned all hope on the Kras- 
sin but did not expect it to come 60 
soon. 


Piane Loaded on Board, 


“All those rescued and taken aboard 
were well save Ceccioni, who has a 
sarge leg, but his condition is not 


grave.” 

Prof. Samoilovitch said that the crey 
of the Krassin then began leading 
Lieut. Lundborg’s plane aboard the 
Krassin. It was in this machine that 
the Swedish airman made a perilous 
landing on June 24 on the ice and suc- 
ceeded in taking off Gen. Nobile. On a 
second flight to the encampment to 
take off the injured Ceccion! the plane 
turned over as it landed and Lieut. 
Lundborg found himself strande! with 
the five men still remaining. After 
thirteen days of hardship, share! with 
the men that he had hoped to ‘escue, 
the Swedish flier was taken of; by a 
comrade, Lieut. Shyberg, who dazed the 
ice to rescue his companion. 

Soon after the Viglieri group had 
been rescued, a heavy fog came up and 
immediate progress of the Krassin was 
made impossible,-but as the fog lifted it 
was able to continue its battle with the 
ice floes. 

Beyond an unconfirmed report from 
Kings Bay that Capt. Sora and his com- 
panion had been taken off Foyn Island 
there was no late word today from the 
icebreaker Krassin. 


Chukhnovsky’s Work Praised. 


Now that the rescue commission has 
recalled the icebreaker Maligin from 
Spitzbergen work, it is pinning its hopes 
for further rescues upon the Krassin 
and the aviator Chukhnovsky. In official 
circles here it is neld that Chukhnov- 
sky's work has fully equaled and in some 
respects has surpassed that of any of 
the other northern filers. As soon as he 
is returned to his ship, the vessel will 
go to a coaling station for fuel, water 
and other supplies It will then estab- 
lish a base at some point near the 

catastrophe to the [talia. 

The rescue commission believes with 
Fridjof Nansen that if the Allessandr 

group, consisting of the six men who 
were carried away with the balldon 
purt of the Italia, are alive, they will 
be found in the neighborhood of 80 de- 
grees 45 minutes north and 30 degrees 
31 minutes west. It is known that 
Roald Amundsen held a similar view 
and on this fact is based the hope that 
the missing Norwegian cxplorer and his 
five companions may be found with the 
six missing men of the Italia. 

With a base established near the 
scene of the catastrophe, it is expected 
that Chukhnovsky will be able to make 
frequent scouting flights and it is pre- 
dicted in Soviet circles that if any one 
can find the missing men, he will be 
able to do s0.

Nine Saved in Two Days. 


Safe arrival at Kings Bay of Capt. 
Sora and Van Dongen climaxed two 
days of remarkable rescue work in the 
Arctic, in which nine men have been 
brought from positions of extreme peril. 

There remained marooned seven men 
whose location is known. Twelve still 
are missing. 

When Capt. Sora and Van Dongen 
started their attempt to reach the No- 
bile survivors near Foyn Island by trek- 
king across the ice, they were accom- 
panied by Varming, a Dane He be- 
came ili en route and was left at Cape 
Brown with a dog team. The ice- 
breaker Braganza now is heading for 
his camp 

Five others are marooned near Cape 
Pla where the Russian aviator 
Chuknnovsky made a forced tanding 
with nis big seaplane. They are well 
provisioned and have sent word by radlo 
that they would not be in extreme 
need tor a fortnight. 

The twelve missing are in two groups 
of six each. First, there are the half 
dozen men who were carried away with 
the vag of the Italia when the dirigi- 
ble crashed on May 25. Their where- 
abouts, if alive, is a matter of con- 
jecture only. 

Then there are Roald Amundsen and 
his five companions, who left the coast 
of Norway in a Franch naval seaplane 
and were swallowed up in the Arctic 
murk. Other planes, ships and Hunt- 
ing and fishing vessels have. searched 
for them over a wide territory without 
success

THIRO-OEGREE “JURY” 
N LONDON DISAGREES 


Tribunal’s Findings Published 
in Majority and Minor- 
ity Reports. 


SCOTLAND YARD SCORED 


London, July 13 (A.P.).—In effect 
the findings of the special investigat- 
ing tribunal into the propriety of 
Scotland Yard's action in applying to 
Miss Irene Savidge \rhat have been de- 
scribed as “third degree” methods after 
she and Sir Leo Motiey were acquitted 
on the charge of improper conduct in 
Hyde Park, amount t0 “a disagreement 
of the jury. % 

De‘ectives invited Miss Savidge to 
Scotland Yard and put her through a 
long series of questions to get facts 
which might be used for the defense 
of the police should an investigation 
of this case be ordered. 

The tribunal's findings were pub- 
lished today in the form of majJority 
and minority reports. The majority 
report indicates the belief that Scot- 
land Yard’s general methods and man- 
ner of conducting the Savidge exam- 
ination were proper, but administers 
mild reproof for the manner in which 
the girl was induced to go to Scotland 
Yard. It also recommends the cessa- 
tion of the practice of conducting ex- 
aminations in which a person examined 
is ignorant of the effect the answer 
might “have in his or her particular 
case. 

The minority report rakes Scotlai.d 
Yard over the coals for the manner in 
which “‘iss Savidge was treated as de- 
scribed by her. It declares that her 
evidence as to this was more credible 
than that of the police witnesses, who 
are roundly scored. It also urged a 
drastic inquiry with a view to over- 
hauling police methods in general and 
protecting the individual rights of citl- 
zens. 

Scotland Yard officlals, after seeing 
the report, expressed satisfaction with 
the majority findings, but thought that 
the minority report was rather hard on 
the police.

Court Held in Jail Chapel Is 
Last Effort to Save One 
Condemned Man. 


NEGROES GO WITH SONG 


Eddyville, Ky., July 13 (A.P.) Seven 
men, convicted murderers, all were elec- 


trocuted between midnight and 1:30 
o'clock this morning at the State Peni- 
tentiary here. 

Four white men, three of them very 
young, and three Negroes made up the 
seven whose deaths in the »slectric chair 
set a record for Kentucky Sullen, 
defiant and prayerful by turns dur- 
ing their stay in she death house, the 
condemned men were reduced by fear 
to a condition bordering upon collapse 
as midnight approached. 

The white men went to the chair 
first, Milford “Red” Lawson, 35, Corbin, 
Ky., leading the way. He said he “was 
ready to forgive everybody” and was 
Strapped in quickly. He was dead 
three minutes later. The murder of a 
neighbor in his mountain country had 
brought him there. 

Orlando Seymour, 21, Louisville, was 
the second. A dramatic attempt to ob- 
tain a stay for him last night had 
failed and he met his fate apparently in 
a stupor. His attorneys succeeded in 
arranging an insanity hearing before 
the county judge here shortly after 8 
o'clock. The warden asked the court 
be held in the chapel and it was. When 
the judge ruled he had no jurisdiction, 
Seymour sagged in his chair and did 
not speak again until the time for his 
execution, when he confessed the mur- 
der for which he had been convicted, 
that of a Louisville merchant. 

Hascue Dockery. 21, Harlan, Ky., fol- 
lowed Originally he was to die first, 
but, Just as the hum of the death chair 
dynamo filled the cell block, he asked 
for a priest, explaining that he wished 
to become a Catholic. He was received 
into the church Four hours earlier 
Dockery had sneered when Warden 
Chilton read the death warrants. Ut- 
tering no word, he dragged slowly into 
the chair and, as the hood was adjust- 
ed, started murmuring prayers. He was 
charged with slaying two women and a 
man. 

Charles Paul Mitra, 23, St. Louis, Mo., 
was the fourth, convicted of the mur- 
der of a pgrocer in Louisville He died 
in thrce minutes without making any 
statement 

The negroes, apparently crushed ear- 
lier in the night by the nearness and 
certainty of death, recovered their spir- 
its to a greater degree than the white 
men.

VIGILANCE NEEDED. 

Criticism by Timothy J. Shea, assistaut at- 
forney general of New York State, of the 
ever-the-counter security market has met with 
Praise and denunciation. Securities in excess 
of $1,000,000,000 sold over-the-counter since 
She war, he said, have defaulted or become 
worthless. He named no individuals, groups, 
securities or plans for prosecution, but prom- 
essed further revelations and suggested that a 
#lean-up could best be had through organiza- 
tion of a third securities market to supplant 
as far as possible the present over-the-counter 
market. ‘This suggestion dovetails In wita the 
project of the New York Produce Exchange 
which, for some months, has been talking about 
constituting itself a third securities market. 

The over-the-counter market deals in issues 
that for one reason or another are not listed 
upon the New York Stock Exchange or the 
Wew York Curb. It is participated in by deal- 
@€rs who are not members of the organized mar- 
kets and the transactions principally arse in 
odd lots. The recent activity of the securities 
markets has been reflected in the over-the- 
counter market. Inevitably it served to at- 
tract many wolves in sheep’s clothing who 
utilized the over-the-counter market for float- 
ing securities that probably could not Gave 
obtained recognition in either of the major 
markets. Over-the-counter brokers admit that 
there have been instances of fraud. They con- 
tend, however, that the over-the-counter mar- 
ket strives to keep itself as strictly regulated 
as either of the othen markets, that no more 
fraud exists in the over-the-counter market 
than in either of the others, and they assert 
that the attorney general’s office has gone far 
beyond its proper function in singling out 
the produce exchange for commendation and 
bupport. 

he assertion that no more fraud exists in 
the over-the-counter market than in the curb 
@r upon the exchange may be taken with a 
@rain of salt. It is inevitable that in a mar- 
ket as little organized as the over-the-counter 
there should be more opportunity tor fraud. 
Relief unquestionably would seem to lie in 
@rganization of the market. Yet if there were 
three organized markets, it is probable that 
{n short order a new over-the-counter market 
would be established. This is the fly in the 
éintment. There always will be transactions 
in securities that can not be listed upon or- 
ganized exchanges for one reason or another. 
Where always will be an over-the-counter mar- 
Ket. !

' fo wateh closely the activity of each individual 
firm that conducts an over-the-counter busi- 
Bess. The honest firms would have nothing

WOMEN’S CHANCE, 


There is at least one {ssue now on which the 
two parties are joined. Republicans and 
Democrats alike are determined to obzaiu the 


support of the women voters. The progress of 
the campaign promises to create a rivalry for 
feminine support such as never has been wit- 
nessed before in American politics. One of the 
arguments used first in behalf of the aspira- 
tions of Secretary Hoover for the nomination 
and now in behalf of his election has been that 
he can be counted upon to attract the support 
of all those women who followed his leader- 
ship during the war. 

Gov. Smith is not willing to accept this doc- 
trine. He evidently regards the woman voter 
as an uncultivated field. He expressed the 
opinion at his conference with the Democratic 
National Committee that there was no reason 
why they Should vote as their husbands, 
fathers and brothers do. It is his belief that 
they can be brought into the Democratic fold 
and he has instructed his supporters to devote 
their energies toward that accomplishment. 
Gov. Nellie Ross heads the body which has been 
created to deal with this problem and she be- 
lieves that the New York chief executive's in- 
terest in humanitarian legislation will bring 
him much support. 

If the effort to arouse the latent interest of 
women in politics is carried out successfully 
this will prove to be indeed an unusual cam- 
paign year. Women voters have in their keep- 
ing the largest unclassified vote in the United 
States. Only a small percentage of their 
number has as yet taken advantage of the 
franchise which has been given them. Their 
predilections in politics are a mystery to the 
average party leader. The manner in which 
they affiliate with the two existing parties may 
make mockery of all carefully conceived plans 
and projects. 


BRITISH CREDIT GUARANTEES. 


A system of guarantees for credits on ex- 
ports has been worked out in several 
by the British government, the insurance con- 
cerns and the shippers since the war in order 
to stimulate export trade.

While the British® export credits scheme does 
not have in view any definite competitor, it 
is conceived for the general promotion of en- 
terprise and to give to the shipper such ad- 
vantages over his competitors in other coun- 
tries as forms of insurance subsidies may se- 
cure. The extension of the principle of iusur- 
ance, as in the case in England, has the recom- 
mendation of placing the proposed relief, or 
assurance for the shipper, largely upon a busi- 
ness footing, without application of any coop- 
erative features of distributed risk laid in a 
sumptuary manner upon a particular class. by 
the government.

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THE IODINE MONOPOLY. 


A restrictive menopoly in a product of which 
there is surplus, can have little effect. The 
monopoly of iodine by Chile arises from the 
fact that it is a by-product of that country’s 
nitrate industry, and only such amounts of it 
are kept from waste as will supply the market 
demand. Java and Japan offer the only sub- 
stantial additions to the fodine of Chile. These 
three countries can largely fix the price at 
what they please and they fix it at a high level 
because iodine has only very specialized uses. 
At present the product is largely limited to 
the medical field, and until there shall be 
found wider uses for it, the price will be kept 
high. In the event of a greater variety of 
uses being found for iodine, the supplies could 
still be ample, in view of the fact that much 
that is now cast aside would be conserved by 
the Chilean industries, and the feeble indus- 
try of Japan, which seeks to get it from kelp, 
would be encouraged. 

It ig not generally realized what vast re- 
sources of iodine are contained in sea growths. 
Indeed, with a larger market for iodine as a 
by-product, it would be feasible to carry on 
the production of potash from.kelp, an enter- 
prise which flourished as a war-time industry. 
Potash from seaweed, needs some by-product 
to carry an appreciable part of the cost of the 
undertaking, and this iodine in the present 
state of demand for it as‘a drug, can not do. 
The importance of iodine in the life of sea 
creatures was interestingly shown at Brule the 
other day when the physician Of President 
Coolidge rid the fish in the hatcheries of 
swollen neck glands by daily introducing into 
the water a few drops of iodine. 


TELEVISION ADVANCES. 


In April, 1927, scientists of the Bell Tele- 
phone laboratories demonstrated for the first 
time practical television. ~Press and public 
‘hailed the achievement. Even, though in this 
first test only a flickering outline of a man’s 
face was transmitted from one laboratory to 
another it was generally recognized that the 
demonstration marked the birth of a new de-

for transmission with only natural light. Until 
this had been accomplished, it was said, tele- 
vision must remain in the laboratory and 
studio. Once it no longer is necessary to 
utilize intense artificial light television will 
have been released to its greatest usefulness. 

Only fifteen months have elapsed since this 
first demonstration and the Bell laboratories 
have developed television in which only nat- 
ural light is needed. A new type photo- 
electric cell of greatly increased sensitivity 
solved the problem. No longer is it necessary 
to use the powerful “scanning beam” of light 
to illuminate the subject’s face. Instead an 
image of the scene to be televisioned is focused 
before the photo-electric cell, broken up by a 
whirling disk in which are bored 50 tiny holes, 
revolving 18 times a second. This creates 900 
lines to ‘‘paint” the image. The electrical !m- 
pulses ‘created are carried over wires or by 
radio to the receiving set in which a similar 
disk revolving at exactly the same speed re- 
produces the image upon a screen. 

The demonstration marks, say officials of 
the laboratories, merely a step forward. It 
does not mean that television will be ready for 
use in every home equipped with 
morrow. Nevertheless, that day has been 
moved measurably closer. It will not take 
as long as had generally been believed until 
the great and stirring events of which history 
is made will be flashed to the four corners of 
the world to be both seen ’and heard. The 
effect upon humanity will be tremendous. The 
world stands on the eve of a development that 
promises to be of far-reaching effect.

NAVAL AVIATION. 


Twice within recent months Navy seap'anes 
operating off the League Island Navy Yard in 
Philadelphia have set up series of new wor!d’s 
The first of the record-breaking 
planes, the PN-12, subsequently was wrecked 
off the Virginia capes. The XPN-12 has proved 
itself a worthy successor. When the first of 
this new type last Thursday morning completed 
a tlight that had begun Wednesday afternoon, 
it had established six world’s records. 

The XPN-12 is an all-metal biplane of the 
twin-engine tractor type, weighing 7,700 
pounds empty and 19,600 when carrying full 
weight as was the condition during the record- 
breaking flight. The first new record was for 
straight endurance. The XPN-12 stayed aioft 
for 16 hours 39 minutes, bettering consider- 
ably the former record for planes of this type, 
minutes. The second rec- 
ord was for flight range. The XPN-12 cov- 
ered 1,350 miles as compared with the old 
record of 947 miles. The third, fourth and 
fifth records claimed embrace speed for dis- 
tances up to 1,250 miles. In averaging 83 
miles an hour the XPN-12 broke the speed 
records for planes carrying 1,100 pounds, 
2,200 pounds and 4,400 pounds. The sixth 
record set was that for flight range with a 
2,200-pound load. The XPN-12 traveled 1,350 
miles with this load, as compared with the 
former mark of 1,247 miles. 

The development of service aircraft is of 
great importance in connection with national 
defense. Whether or not there ever will be 
use for such craft, as far as their primary tunc- 
tion is concerned, their development also has 
an important bearing upon commercial air- 
craft. Ships that are constructed to meet any 
of the many peculiar functions of military us- 
age have their counterpart in commercial craft. 
The bombers, for example, in most respects 
are duplicates of the freight transports. Serv- 
ice ships, in a way, are laboratory models to 
test the soundness of theories and designs that 
ultimately will be incorporated into commer- 
cia) craft. ; | 

Several weeks ago, F. Trubee Davison, As- 
sistant Secretary of War, said that American 
military aircraft had come to occupy a posi- 
tion of unquestioned world supremacy. The 
performance of the XPN-12 lends weight to 
his statement. The Navy is to be congratu- 
lated that it possesses a type of plane superior 
in at least six respects to that of any other 
navy in the world. Aviation in. general has 
taken’ another stride forward with the de- 
velopment of the XPN-12.

ROADSIDE MARKETS. 


Roadside markets will become com- 
mon; many of them will be profitable, 
while there will be a stand here and 
there that will become permanent, 
says the Shelbyville Republican. Some 
time ago the owner of a roadside stand 
located on the National road, adver- 
tised his place of business for sale, 
guaranteeing that his annual sales 
amounted to $5,000 a year.

The Federal Reserve Bank at Atlanta, 
at the close of business yesterday, 
raised its rediscount rate on all paper 
of all maturities from 41% to 5 per cent, 
following the lead of the Federal Re- 
serve Bank of Chicago, which raised its 
rate Tuesday, and the Federal Reserve 
banks of Richmond and New York, 
which took similar actio.

Announcement of the.Atlanta redis- 
count boost did not come as a surprise 
to local bankers, who had expected the 
remaining banks of the Federal Reserve 
System to follow Chicago’s lead, as they 
have done on two previous occasions 
this year. Even then Atlanta's action 
came sooner than expected. 

The new rate boost has convinced

LEADS DOWNWARD MOVE 


Few Widely Scattered Issues 
Rally Late; Industrials 
Are Neglected. ° 


RAILS ESPECIALLY HEAVY 


New York, July 13 (A.P.).—The bond 
Market continued under pressure to- 
day, all groups, led by. U. 8S. Govern- 
ment Obligations, seeking lower levels. 
Easy money rates appeared to affect 
the market only late in the day, when 
@ few widely scattered issues regained 
their losses. The decline carried the 
Associated Press combined average price 
for 10 first grade rails, second grade 
rails, public utilities and industrials 
to a new 1928 low level, of 97.07, as 
against 97.70 a week ago and 97.18 
@ year ago. 

Liquidation appeared to be due 
largely to institutional selling, chiefly 
by banks which wish to reduce their 
indebtedness to the Federal Reserve or 
to take advantage of greater yields 
available in the call money market. 

The industrial group was neglected, 
the few issues traded showing extreme 
irregularity. Barnsdall 6s with war- 
rants, Shell Union Oil 5s and Wick- 
wire Spencer Steel convertible 7s made 
small gains, while Standard Oitl, of 
New Jersey 5s and Standard Oi) of 
New York 4'4s reached new 1928 lows. 
Apaconda Copper 7s sagged a point and 
Dodge Bros. 6s closed with a loss near- 
ly as great. 

The railroad group especially was 
heavy. Wabash 5s and first 344s, and 
Ann Arbor 4s ‘touched new lows for 
the year. 

Utilities were irregular. Public Serv- 
ice of New Jersey 44s closed frac- 
tionally higher after recovering a loss 
of 2 points, and Columbia Gas & Elec- 
tric 5s were in demand. American 
Telephone & Telegraph 5s reached a 
new year’s low at 1044. 

The foreign list also was heavy. 
French Republic 714s, Kingdom of Bel- 
gium 8s and Fiat 7s with warrants 

. Bagged a point each. 

Every U. S. Government issue on 
the list reached a new low for the 
year, with the Treasury issues showing 
. the wider declines. Liberty 4148 were 
a bit firmer at the close, but failed to 
rise above the previous low.

best things about golf: a poorly trained

As an illustration 
of what a poor caddy can do, | ‘cite 
the case of Leo Diegel, who was bumped 
from third to sixth place, due to a poor 
caddy, while playing the Missouri open 
championship in 1924. Diegel’s ball 
went into a trap; the caddy spotted it 
and also a nickel, lying in the trap 
about 10 feet from the ball. The 
caddy made a dive for the nickel and 
Diegel was penalized two strokes, for 
disturbing the hazard. This difference 
of two strokes in his score meant a 
difference of several hundred dollars 
in prize money.

WHEN 
MOLE, 

RACTICALLY all birthmarks and 
p moles which develop in later life 

can be removed. Many of them 
should be, in order to remove danger 
of cancer. Most of them can be left 
with entire safety. However, many that 
can be left with safety should be re- 
moved because they make the posses- 
sor conspicuous or because they are 
unsightly or because they interfere 
with peace, happiness, comfort or effi- 
clency in some other way. Some that 
are not objectionable otherwise are so 
located that they interfere in some 
way. Those which are in most danger 
of becoming cancerous are the pig- 
inented varieties, especially the blue- 
black moles. Most of these are ac- 
quired after birth. The ordinary birth- 
mark seldom develops into cancer, If 
a pigmented mole is located in a place 
where it is easily hurt, cut, rubbed 
or mace sore it is especially dangerous. 
For instance, a mole located in an area 
that is shaved over is quite likely to 
develop into cancer.

This leads to the next point, and 
that is that birthmarks and moles 
should not be tampered with. They 
should be left entirely alone or else 
they should be properly and complete- 
ly removed by some one with ex- 
perience in that line of work.

The treatment of birthmarks and 
moles has been making progress in the 
last twenty years. There are some- 
where about a dozen methods of prop- 
er treatments and some others that 
are improper. For instance, the re- 
moval of a mole by a paste of any sort 
would be regarded ;¢s an improper 
method. Each of these dozen proper 
methods has its place. Each gives good 
results when used for the kind of 
birthmark or mole for which it Is sulit- 
ed. As a rule, the mark can be re- 
moved completely and safely without 
leaving any scar or much of a mark 
to inticate where it was. The operator 
has a considerable list of procedures 
from which to choose. 

Dr. J. V. Klander discusses the va- 
rious methods for the information of 
his fellow practitioners in a _ recent 
number of the Journal American Medi- 
cal Assotiation. He tells them which 
procedure he has found suited espe- 
cially for each variety of birthmark 
and mole.

Testing the Parents. 


E are urged from time to time 
W to put into the public schools 

courses in child training to 
educate parents in how to bring up 
children, Wouldn’t it be better to 
establish courses of instruction in pub- 
lic schools for children telling them 
how their parents should bring them 
up? Sometimes it seems as though 
children are more alive to problems of 
child welfare than their parents. 

Anyhow, wouldn't it be a good idea 
to have young people know the right 
procedure in their bringing up as well 
as to have parents know the laws un- 
der which they should be trained? Sup- 
pose, for example, that only traffic cops 
knew traffic laws and that those who 
drove automobiles were kept in ignor- 
ance of the law. Imagine the diffi- 
culties under such a situation. Every 
time a driver got into trouble over a 
law he knew nothing about, the cop 
would either have to arrest the man 
or else sit down and lecture him for an 
hour or two about the nature of his 
crime and why he is under arrest. Now, 
as a matter of fact, drivers must know 
the law and the cop must enforce it. 
Ignorance is no excuse. Children might 
well know some if not all of the laws 
relating to their own well-being so that 
when they go contrary to the traffic 
Signal they have at least some idea of 
the reasons why punishment or ad- 
monition is handed out.

’s Pointers 
Contract Bridge 


N considering questions which arise 
] either at the Auction Bridge table 

or at the Contract Bridge tuble, it 
is unfortunately necessary to explain 
that there are a few exceptions to the 
rules which are applicable to the vast 
majority of cases; readers of Contract 
Bridge advice should appreciate, Just as 
fully as readers of Auction Bridge ad- 
vice always have done, that the vo- 
cabulary of the game contains no such 
word as “always” or “never.” For ex- 
ample, an all but infallible rule in 
Contract is: Do not bid without 
strength. But situations sometimes 
arise in which a weakness bid should 
be made. One obvious situation would 
be answering partner’s informatory 
double; and another would be in the 
case in which a Dealer passed, holding 
some such hand as either of the fol- 
lowing:

PAY BUISES TODAY 


Others Must Wait Until Mon- 
day Before Collecting Total 
Placed at $291,666. 


FEDERATION ANNOUNCES 
NEW CONGRESS APPEAL 


Entire Revision of Salary List 
Will Be Undertaken at 
Coming Session. 


Pay envelopes will be torn open a bit 
more gingerly today and Monday by 
@ome 45,000 Government workers here. 
They will be looking for that raise 
provided by the Welch act. Only a 
amall percentage of the employes will 
get their pay today, the others being 
forced to wait until Monday. This sit- 
uation arises from the fact that July 
15, which is the midmonth pay day, 
falls on a Sunday. 

Disbursing officers in the Navy De- 
partment, Labor Department and Civil 
Service Commission decided to pay off 
@ day ahead, but those of the State, 
War, Labor, Commerce, Treasury, In- 
terior and Agriculture Departments 
concluded to wait until Monday. Em- 
Pployes of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, Federal Trade Commission, 
and Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing, as well as the employes of the 
District Government, also will have to 
wait until Monday. 


Reasons for the Delay. 


The principal argument against per- 
Mmitting the ghost to walk a day ahead 
when pay day falls on a Sunday is this: 
The employe is paid for 15 days, service. 
If the employe should die before to- 
night at midnight, the Government 
would be paying him for fifteen days 
when he was actually only alive four- 
teen days. 

“The employe doesn’t have to work 
on the fifteenth day,” explained one 
chief clerk, “but he does have to be 
alive.” 

It is estimated that the increases 
provided for the 45,000 Government 
workers in the District by the Welch 
act will total about $7,000,000 a year. 
This boosts the annual Government 
pay roll here to about $95,659,378. 


$291,666 Raises Due. 


The additional money that will be re- 
ceived today and Monday as a result 
of the Welch:-act will amount to about 
$291,666. 

A large number of employes not only 
receive the Welch raise, but will re- 
ceive the extra money that goes along 
with a promotion as well. These pro- 
motions took place July 1. 

The Federation of Federal Employes 
already is making preparations for a 
fight at the next session of Congress to 
wipe out the many inequalities that 
have been discovered in the Welch act. 
When the session convenes, the federa- 
tion will have one of the members 
introduce a bill providing an entirely 
new list of salary schedules.

Lowest Was for $110,268.80,

COST PUT AT $69,000 


Acting upon the recommendation of 
the Bureau of Efficiency, transmitted in 
a report last week, the District Com- 
missioners yesterday rejected all bids 
for interior and exterior painting of 
27 schools. The bids were offered by 
various contractors and covered a wide 
range of prices, but the sum? of the 
lowest bids in each case was $110,268. 
The Bureau of Efficiency estimated that 
the District repair shop could do the 
same work by day labor for $69,000. 

The municipal architect had already 
estimated that the repair shop under 
his direction could do the work for 
$67,000, but the bids had been called 
for because the Board of Education 
wanted all the painting done before 
schools open in September. 

Investigators for the bureau con- 
vinced the school heads, however, that 
the crowded schools could be painted 
during vacation and the remaining ones 
could be attended to without serious 
inconvenience to pupils or teachers. 
So the work will be done by the repair 
shop.

$57,760 to install steam 
and ventilating systems in 
seven public schools and to the Ameri- 
can Foundry & Furnace Co., of Bloom- 
ington, Ill., for casting to be used in 
school furnaces at 13 cents a pound in- 
stalled and at 93%, cents a pound de- 
livered to the repair shop.

CIVIL WAR VETERAN 
KILLS SELF WITH GAS 


Perry Ellis, 80, Found Dead) 


in Bathroom; Eyesight 
Had Been Falling. 


Perry Ellis, 80 years old, a roomer at 
117 K street northwest, ended his life 
early yesterday morning by inhaling 
gas. Coroner J. Ramsey Nevitt issued 
a certificate of suicide. 

Ellis was M@scovered by another 
roomer who smelled gas flowing from 
the bathroom. The Eme gency ambu- 
lance and rescue squad responded to 
the call, but all efforts to revive the 
man were futile. 

Ellis had almost lost his eyesight 
and rather than go to the Soldiers 
Home Hospital for treatment and to 
live, he decided to take his life, it was 
said. Concealing a rubber tube in his 
clothing he slipped to the bathroom 
early yesterday morning. Inserting the 
tube in his mouth and tying it with a 
handkerchief so that it would not slip 
out, he turned on the gas and then 
laid down to await death. It was 
necessary to break in the door to get 
to him. He served in the Union Army 
in the Civil War. 


AUTOMOBILE KILLING 
WARRANT IS ISSUED 


Writ Clrarges Driver of Car 
That Hit Peter Snyder 
With Leaving Scene. 


A warrant for the arrest of Herman 
Esworthy, of Germantown, Md., driver 
of the automobile that killed Pecer 
Snyder on Thirty-fourth street the 
night of May 27, was issued yesterday 
by Assistant Corporation Counsel Ches- 
ter H. Gray, charging Esworthy with 
leaving the scene of the acident after 
colliding. 

Esworthy, with a girl and boy com- 
panion, were driving down Thirty- 
fourth street when, they say, Snyder 
stepped into the path of their machine 
from behind a parked car and was 
knocked down. Panic-stricken, the 
three young’people fled after carrying 
the dying man to the curb. Two days 
later, however, Esworthy gave himself 
up to the police. 

He was held after a coroner’s inquest 
on a charge of manslaughter, but on 
July 2, the grand jury refused to indict 
him, holding that the accident was un- 
avoidable. Policeman N. S. Hopkinson, 
of the Seventh Precinct, obtained the 
warrant yesterday.

BILLS SEEN IF COAL 
BATE IS INCREASED 


Realty and Light Company 
Men Fight New Freight 
Charge at Conference. 


GOVERNMENT WILL ASK 
SCHEDULE SUSPENSION 


Session Attended by Trade 
Groups’ Representatives 
and Mine Operators. 


Higher freight charges on soft coal 
coming into Washington might mean 
higher gas-light rates and higher apart- 
ment house rentals, it was declared 
yesterday at a conference at the 
Racquet Club. 

The conference was called to decide 
what should be done to prevent the 
raising of the freight rate on New 
River coal from $2.84 a ton to $3.13 a 
ton. This coal, which is very popular 
in Washington, comes from Virginia, 
West Virginia and Kentucky, and the 


three railroad lines that haul it here— 
the Chesapeake & Ohio, the Norfolk & 
Western, and the Virginian—have noti- 
fied the Interstate Commerce Commis- 
sion that the new rate of $3.13 will go 
into effect August 10. 


Many Attend Conference. 


The conference was attended by rep- 
resentatives of the local trade bodies 
and by ‘representatives of the coal 
operators in the New River region. 


James E. Colliflower, of the Merchants 
and Manufacturers’ Association, was 
named chairman of the conference, and 
Robert J. Cottrell, of the Board ef 
Trade, was named secretary. 

While no definite course of action 
was decided on, it is probable that the 
Interstate Commerce Commission will 
be asked to suspend the new freight 
rate and reopen the entire case. The 
United States Government, which uses 
a large amount of New River coal, 
plans to ask for a suspension Monday. 


Higher Gas and Rent Bills Seen. 


Ord Preston, president of the Wash- 
ington Gas Light Co., told the con- 
ference that the new freight rate would 
not only mean his company would have 
to pay more for coal, but might mean 
that it would have to buy a different 
kind of coal and be forced to make 
great changes in its machinery. All 
this, he said, might be reflected in the 
bills of residents here who use gas. 

J. F. Bowle, of the Washington Real 
Estate Board, said that if it, cost apart- 
ment house owners more for coal, the 
difference probably would be passed on 
to the tenant. 

The executive committee of the 
decide what action should be taken to 
forestall the freight rate increase. The 
board of governors of the Merchants 
and Manufacturers Association will 
meet Tuesday afternoon for the same 
purpose.
